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INTRODUCTION 

The  following  report  is  the  concluding  part  of  a  public  opinion 
survey  carried  out  in  West  Berlin  in  order  to  determine  the  mood  and 
general  morale*  The  last  previous  study  had  been  carried  out  during 
April  1954- 

To  obtain  the  opinions  of  the  West  Berlin  population,  a  repres- 
entative sample  of  1,098  cases  of  people  18  years  of  age  and  over 
were  gathered  by  strict  probability  procedures.   Interviewing  was 
carried  out  by  DIVO,  Marktforschung  -  Meinxxngsforschung  -  Sozial- 
forschung  GmbH,  Frankfurt  am  Main/Bad  Godesberg,  during  the  period 
March  5  to  March  29,  1958. 

This  report  concerns  itself  with  the  various  political  factors 
which  influence  morale  -  the  first  report  having  discussed  the  role 
of  the  economic  factors.*  The  sections  which  follow  take  up  in  tumt 
who  could  do  more  to  help  the  city,  the  Western  Powers,  the  Federal 
Republic,  or  the  Berliners  themselves;   the  extent  and  nature  of  con- 
tacts with  the  GDR,  and  their  opinions  of  the  contrasts  between  the 
two  different  ways  of  life;   their  attitudes  towards  the  East  German 
refugees  including  their  willingness  to  help  them;   their  evaluation 
of  East-West  relations;   and  finally  their  attitudes  on  such  specific 
issues  as  German  rearmament  and  reunification. 

By  and  large  the  answers  of  the  various  sub-groups  in  the  popula* 
tion  to  the  different  questions  will  only  be  fo\ind  in  the  separate 
Appendix  to  this  report,  since  significant  variations  were  seldom  dis- 
covered. V/here  such  differences  were  to  be  found,  appropriate  notation 
has  been  made  in  the  body  of  the  report.

SUMMARY 

V/hile  the  major  share  of  the  West  Berlin  population  believes  that 
they  in  West  Berlin  and  the  V/estern  Powers  are  doing  all  that  could  he 
expected,  they  feel  that  V/est  Germany  could  do  more  to  help  ease  the 
difficult  situation. 

Approximately  four  out  of  ten  have  heen  to  East  Berlin  or  across 
into  the  GDR,  but  most  have  never  gone  beyond  the  other  half  of  the  city. 
Youth,  those  with  higher  income,  men,  and  the  better  educated  were  found 
to  be  the  most  likely  groups  to  have  made  a  visit.  Very  few  people  seo  the 
East  superior  to  the  V/est  in  any  respect.  However,  when  a  division  is 
made  between  those  who  have  been  across  into  the  East  and  those  who  have 
not,  the  former  are  found  to  be  more  likely  to  say  that  the  East  is  superior 
(advance  "social  welfare"  as  the  area  of  superiority),  and  also  more 
likely  to  say  that  the  West  does  less  for  its  young  people  than  the 
East  does . 

There  is  lessened  agreement  today  that  East  Germans  should  be  able 
to  flee  to  the  West.  Those  who  favor  the  proposition  emphasize  political 
reasons  for  their  decision,  while  those  who  want  them  to  stay  in  the 
East  cite  economic  "reasons"  (they  are  an  eccnomic  burden,  they  come  to 
the  Y/Gst  for  material  benefits,  etc.).  Only  one-fourth  of  the  West 
Berliners  are  v/illing  to  grant  the  refugees  a  "great"  amount  of  aid,  with 
most  of  the  reluctance  coming  from  those  who  would  prefer  that  .they  stay  put. 

That  third  of  the  population  which  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
reactions  of  the  V/estem  Powers  to  Russian  and  East  Zone  measures  want 
"more  energetic  action"  -  but  they  fail  to  say  what  the  West  should  do. 

West  German  rearmament  is  fully  approved j  and  reunification  is  not 
expected  for  some  time  -  in  fact  one  in  ten  doesn't  think  it  will  ever 
come.  Four  possible  prices  for  a  reunification  at  the  present  time  were 
all  rejected.  They  were s  Accepting  the  present  East  Zone  leaders  as 
conferees,  accepting  them  in  an  all-German  government,  acceptance  of  a 
non-democratic  form  of  government,  and  acceptance  of  some  form  of  election 
not  as  free  as  in  the  Federal  Republic.  The  majority  were  satisfied  with  the 
activities  of  the  Federal  Republic  in  the  field  of  reunification,  and  sure 
that  the  W  estem  Powers  favored  the  reunification  of  Germany. 

Y.rhen  it  came  to  choosing  the  side  for  a  reunited  Germany,  four-tenths 
seemed  to  favor  neutrality.  This  appeal  was  strongest  among  those  under  55* 
The  more  certain  people  were  that  the  Western  Powers  are  for  reunification, 
the  more  likely  they  are  to  align  a  reunited  Germany  with  the  \7est. 
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Section. I  -  Who  Could. Do.  More  to  Help  West  Berlin 

OPINIONS  HAVE  REMMNED  UNCHANGED  OVER  THE  PAST  FIVE  YEARS  - 

MAJORITIES  FEEL  THAT  WEST  BERLIN  AND  WESTERN  POWERS  ARE  DOING  EVERYTHING 

POSSIBLE  TO  HELP,  BUT  THAT  THE  FEDERAL  REPUBLIC  COULD  DO  MORE  ... 

In  order  to  determine  how  satisfied  the  West  Berlin  population  was 
with  the  actio  IS  being  tgiken  by  the  Western  Powers,  by  West  Germainy,  and 
by  themselves  in  West  Berlin,  three  separate  questions  were  put  to  the 
sample.  Respondents  were  asked  whether  everything  possible  to  ease  the 
difficult  situation  wae  being  done,  or  whether  more  could  be  done* 
While  the  order  of  the  questions  put  the  query  about  West  Berlin  first, 
about  West  Germany  second,  and  about  the  Western  Powers  last,  the  results 
show  no  relationship  to  the  sequence. 

Similar  majorities  {^Ofo   and  64'fo)   replied  that  they,  in  West  Berlin, 
and  the  Western  Powers  were  doing  everything  possible  to  alleviate  con- 
ditions. When  the  actions  of  the  Federal  Republic  were  to  be  judged, 
however,  a  majority  {60fo)   said  that  West  Germany  could  do  more.

Five  years  earlier,  in  February  1953 »  slightly  different  questions 
were  asked  concerning  the  actions  of  the  West  Berlin  Senate,  the  Federal 
Oovernment,  and  the  U.S.A.  When  these  earlier  answers  are  compared  with 
the  recent  replies,  only  in  connection  with  the  Senate,  and  West  Berlin 
are  any  significajit  differences  to  be  seen.   In  1955  only  14  per  cent 
■thought  the  Senate  could  do  something  more,  whereas  in  1956  a  quarter 
(259^)  said  that  "we  here  in  West  Berlin  could  do  more".   It  is  impossible 
to  say,  however,  -whether  this  difference  reflects  a  change  brought  about 
by  altering  the  wording,  or  whether  there  has  been  a  real  change  of  opinion 
during  the  ensuing  period  of  years.

Four  out  of  ten  West  Berlin  residents  (43^)  visited  the  East  Sector 
of  Berlin  or  have  crossed  over  into  East  Germany  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months.

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By  separately  tabulating  the  replies  of  those  individuals  who  have 
been  in  the  Soviet  Zone  from  those  who  have  only  been  into  East  Berlin, 
it  is  easier  to  see  the  tendency  of  visitors  to  East  Berlin  to  get  back 
after  spending  less  than  24  hours  there  ("Jlfo),   while  those  who  have  been 
to  the  Zone  spend  considerable  time  there  after  going  to  that  much  effort.

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MEN,  BETTER  EDUCATED,  YOUTH  AND  HIGH  INCCME  GROUPS  MORE  LIKELY  TO  HAVE 
MADE  A  VISIT  ... 

Detailed  examination  of  the  replies  made  by  the  various  population 
sub-groups  (concerning  the  visits  to  the  Eastern  Sector  or  East  Zone) 
reveals  that  young  people,  under  24  years  of  age,  and   those  fortunate 
enough  ±o   have  a  higher  income  are  the  segments  most  likely  to  have  made 
a  visit  across  the  border.   It  is  also  true,  however,  that  men,  and  the 
better  educated,  v/ere  also  more  likely  to  have  visited  the  East  than  were 
women,  or  those  with  a  lower  level  of  education. 

These  general  tendencies  can  also  be  seen  reflected  in  the  results  for 
the  different  socio-economic  groups  and  in  the  replies  according  to 
occupation.  For  example,  the  students  (although  the  smallest  group  in  the 
sample)  have  the  highest  percentsige  having  been  to  East  Berlin  or  East  Zone.

Almost  everyone  who  has  been  across  the  sector  or  zonal  borders 
answered  in  the  affirmative  when  asked  if  he  had  observed  any  marked 
contrasts  in  conditions  there  as  compared  with  West  Berlin  (40^  of 
the  4^  who  had  been  over).  Actually,  it  made  no  difference  whether 
they  were  individuals  who  had  been  only  in  the  Eastern  Sector  of  the 
city  or  whether  they  had  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  conditions  in 
the  Zone.

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On  the  following  pages  the  reader  can  find  the  contrasts  between  East 
and  West  noticed  by  those  West  Berliners  who  have  been  to  the  Eastern  Sector 
or  to  the  East  Zone  in  the  past  year.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  scattered 
remarks  (^)  almost  all  comparisons  make  unfavorable  references  to  conditions 
in  the  East  (64^). 

It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note  that  of  all  remarks  made,  the 
overwhelming  majority  (seven  out  of  ten)  have  to  do  with  economic  conditions 
in  the  East  rather  than  with  the  political  situation,

Having  seen  that  those  people  who  have  been  to  the  Eastern  Sector  or 
to  the  Soviet  Zon^'  are  slightly  more  likely  tj  say  that  the  East  is  superior 
in  some  respect,  than  are  those  who  have  not  been  there,  it  becomes  important 
to  see  if  there  is  any  difference  in  the  areas  v/hich  the  two  groups  advance 
as  evidences  of  Eastern  superiority  (among  that  14-fo   which  thought  that  the 
East  was  superior).

That  there  is  a  considerable  difference  in  willingness  to  help 
the  refugees,  based  upon  the  individual's  fundamental  willingness  to  have 
them  come  to  West  Berlin  in  the  first  place,  should  not  be  a  surprise. 
As  the  following  table  makes  obvious,  there  is  considerably  more 
reluctance  to  aid  the  refugees  among  those  who  think  that  they  should 
be  induced  to  stick  it  out  in  the  East,  than  there  is  among  those  who 
basically  agree  that  these  people  should  continue  to  come  out  via 
West  Berlin.

As  previously  indicated,  a  majority  of  the  West  Berlin  population 
would  like  the  East  Germans  to  "stick  it  out",  whereas  only  three  out  of 
ten  are  in  favor  of  their  continuing  to  flee  to  V/est  Berlin.   The  reasons 
advanced  by  these  two  groups  in  support  of  their  vievrpoints  arc  consider- 
ably different  -  almost  as  different  as  their  opinions  on  the  issue. 

Those  who  are  in  basic  agreement  that  the  East  Germans  should  be 
able  to  flee  to  West  Berlin  tend  to  advance  political  reasons  (l^fo)   much 
more  than  economic  reasons  (8^)  to  support  their  contention. 

On  the  other  hand,  those  who  would  like  the  East  Germans  to  remain  put 
are  much  more  likely  to  come  up  with  economic  factors  {^Ofo),   while  political 
reasoning  occupies  a  secondary  position  {iTfo). 

The  follov/ing  summary  table  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  opposing 
points  of  view.

Tfhen  respondents  were  asked  for  their  impression  of  the  attitude  of 
the  East  Zone  authorities  towards  West  Berlin,  and  of  the  Russian  government 
towards  the  West,  the  great  majority  -  approximately  seven  out  of  ten  - 
said  that  the  attitude  has  remained  about  the  same  in  the  past  six  months 
(69/0  and  74^0 ).

In  reply  to  a  query  as  to  when  they  expected  reunification  to  occur, 
three  out  of  ten  (^Ofo)   West  Berliners  said  that  they  thought  reunification 
would  take  place  vathin  the  next  five  years,  another  two-tenths  {22fo) 
thought  it  vrould  need  from  5  to  10  years,  while  one-third  (34^')  either 
thought  it  would  take  more  than  ten  years,  or  would  never  be  achieved. 
With  such  results,  the  people  of  West  Berlin  can  hardly  be  accused  of 
being  blind  optimists  on  the  subject. 

Certainly  they  are  l:'Ss  optimistic  than  were  those  East  Germans 
asked  the  same  question  in  February  1957'   Almost  half  of  them  {A9f°) 
thought  it  would  occur  within  five  years!

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On  almost  every  one  of  these  issues  opposition  to  the  proposition 
pervades  all  levels  of  the  population  to  the  same  degree.

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MAJORITY  SATISFIED  WITH  WEST  Gx^IlMAN  REUNIFICATION  ACTIVITIES  . . . 

Five  out  of  ten  in  West  Berlin  (51?^)  are  "fairly  satisfied"  with 
what  West  Germany  is  contributing  towards  the  reunification  of  the 
country  while  another  tenth  {9fo)   is  "very  satisfied".  Thus,  six  out  of 
ten  are  among  the  satisfied  section  of  the  population,  as  against  three 
out  of  ten  who  are  dissatisfied  to  some  degree. 

When  this  question  was  posed  to  West  Germans,  and  to  East  Germans 
during  the  Fall  of  1956,  they  were  asked  concerning  their  satisfaction 
with  the  actions  of  Chancellor  Adenauer  in  the  field  of  reunification. 
The  replies  of  the  East  Germans  at  that  time,  despite  the  difference  in 
wording,  were  not  far  different  from  that  of  the  West  Berliners  today. 
Two- thirds  (66^)  were  satisfied  and  one-quarter  (24?^)  were  dissatisfied. 
The  V/est  Germans,  on  the  other  hand,  were  apparently  not  as  satisfied  with 
their  own  Chancellor.  The  difference  Ibetween  the  opinions  of  the  West 
Germans  and  those  in  Berlin  and  in  the  Zone  seem  to  be  mainly  due  to 
the  larger  percentage  with  "no  opinion"  in  the  Federal  Republic.

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MAJORITY  SURE  WESTERN  POWERS  FAVOR  REUNIFICATION  . . . 

A  majority  (6l%)  among  the  West  Berlin  population  feels  certain  that 
the  Western  Powers  are  in  favor  of  the  re\inification  of  Germany,  as 
against  a  third  (35^)  which  has  some  doubts  on  the  subject,  and  that  rare 
individual  who  feels  certain  that  they  are  not  for  a  reunification  (l^). 

While  these  replies  show  confidence  in  the  Western  Powers,  they  are 
not  as  favorable  as  the  results  which  were  obtained  in  1953)  when  this 
question  was  asked  concerning  the  attitude  of  the  United  States  on  this 
subject.

On  the  surface  such  results  look  "good"  for  the  U.S.  However,  it 
is  possible  to  get  a  line  on  how  much  interest  they  feel  the  U.S.  now  has 
in  German  reunification  by  cross-tabulating  the  replies  concerning  the 
Western  Powers'  attitudes  on  the  subject,  by  their  opinion  as  to  which  one 
has  the  most  interest.

A  statistically  significant  relationship  is  to  be  found  between  the 
answers  of  the  West  Berliners  on  the  twc  questions  of  choosing  sides  for  a 
reunited  Germany  and  their  opinions  of  the  Western  Powers'  attitude  towards 
reunification  of  the  country. 

Those  people  who  are  sure  that  the  Western  Powers  are  for  a  reunification 
of  Germany  are  considerably  more  likely  to  say  that  they  want  a  reunited 
Germany  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  West  (665^).  If  they  have  some  doubts  that 
the  Western  Powers  are  really  in  favor  of  reunification,  then  the  percentage 
choosing  the  West  slips  to  57  psr  cent,  V/hen  there  are  considerable  doubts, 
or  certainty  that  they  are  not  in  favor  of  German  reunification,  then  only 
35  per  cent  select  the  Westl
